OUR LANGUAGE GAINS 
It is commonly believed that language is as ole 
as humanity. Some people assert that speech has 
evolutionized with the human species; that pre­ 
historic man was limited in his means for con­ 
veyance of ideas. The truth of the m atter is of 
especial concern to anthropologists. 
An observation that can be made with certain­ 
ty is that the babel of languages is in a revolu­ 
tionary period. Of the 3,000 existent languages 
four are predominant in international communi­ 
cation. They are French, German, Spanish and 
English. Of these the latter is more nearly uni­ 
versally employed owing to the spread of occi­ 
dental culture through the orient. 
The English language is becoming widely used 
for several reasons. One is the popularity of the 
American talking pictures. 
Another important 
reason is the continuous scientific, technical and 
political exploration by English-speaking na ­ 
tions. And always there has been sufficient coin­ 
age of English words for use in newly-discovered 
fields. 
For this very technical reason Spanish can not 
compete with English. The Spanish have not en­ 
tered into the competitive field of sciences as 
noticeably as have other nations; consequently 
their expression is confined largely to wars, mys­ 
ticism and imaginative literature. France and 
especially Germany have entered the field very 
actively but have not encouraged intercommuni­ 
cation as have England and America.

This is the age of big corporations, merged 


business and gigantic industrial 
enterprises. 


Some quite intelligent folk have told us that the 
individual no longer amounts to much; that he 
is simply a cog in the huge machine of modern 
industry.

OUR LANGUAGE GAINS 


It is commonly believed that language is as old 


as humanity. Some people assert that speech has 
evolutionized with the human species; that pre- 
historic man was limited in his means for con- 
veyance of ideas. The truth of the matter is of 
especial concern to anthropologists. 


An observation that can be made with certain- 


ty is that the babel of languages is in a revolu- 
tionary period.
